Art  enjoyed  a  varied  and  successful  high  school  career  at  Shore. 
Besides  an  outstanding  varsity  sports  career,  he  was  also  president  of 
the  Student  Council  and  the  Varsity  "S"  Club. 

As  an  athlete,  he  played  four  years  of  baseball  and  three  each  of 
football  and  basketball.  If  not  for  a  rare  bone  disease  in  his  left  arm 
one  year,  he  would  have  lettered  in  three  sports  in  all  four  years.  He 
was  football  co-captain  one  year.  Hall  of  fame  Coach  Ford  Case  was 
his  mentor  in  all  three  sports  for  two  years. 

After  high  school,  Art  became  a  Euclid  firefighter  and  served 
32-1/2  years,  including  17  years  as  Assistant  Fire  Chief.  He  is  active 
in  two  civic  organizations:  The  Knights  of  Columbus  and  the  Order 
Of  Alhambra. 


JOHN  ZGONC...  Shore,  1942

John  was  an  outstanding  wrestler,  baseball  pitcher,  football 
tackle  and  varsity  bowler.  Having  transferred  from  Shore  to  Central 
in  his  sophomore  year,  he  competed  in  each  of  these  sports  for  two 
years. 

As  a  wrestler,  John  was  third  in  the  State  in  1 94 1  and  was  District 
and  City  heavyweight  champion  in  1942.  He  was  a  member  of  the  first 
team  to  play  the  new  Cleveland  area  scholastic  bowling  league  and  his 
team  won  the  City  Championship  in  1942.  John  captained  the 
wrestling,  bowling  and  baseball  teams  in  his  senior  year.  He  received 
the  Euclid  Alumni  Award  as  the  outstanding  athlete  that  same  year. 

John  was  a  staff  sergeant  in  the  infantry  in  World  War  II  and 
fought  through  the  Normandy,  Northern  France,  Rhineland  and 
Central  Europe  campaigns. 

He  served  as  a  Euclid  firefighter  for  27  years  and  was  one  of  the 
early  founders  of  the  Euclid  Vets  Club.  John  was  the  father  of 
Marilyn,  John,  Donna  and  Carol.  He  is  deceased. 


WARREN  JEVNIKAR...  Shore,  1943 


Warren  "Red"  Jevnikar  had  the  distinction  of  a  highly  success- 
ful athletic  career  at  Shore  High,  and  in  his  senior  year  he  served  as 
coach  of  the  Junior  Varsity  basketball  team  when  Coach  "Sparky" 
DiBiasio  was  called  into  the  service.  Red  played  three  years  of 
football  and  three  years  of  basektball  under  Hall  of  Fame  Coaches 
Walt  Schwegler  and  Ford  Case.  He  made  All-Conference  in  football 
as  a  senior.  The  Shore  football  and  basketball  teams  on  which  Red 
played  both  won  championships,  the  football  team  going  undefeated. 
The  basketball  team  that  he  coached  lost  only  one  game  and  was 
Junior  Varsity  Conference  Champions. 

In  the  fall  of  1944,  Red  had  the  pleasure  of  playing  on  Paul 
Brown's  Great  Lakes  Naval  Team  before  being  sent  to  sea  duty. 

In  1946  he  enrolled  at  Kent  State  University  where  he  was  one 
of  100  trying  out  for  the  football  squad.  Red  played  at  Kent  for  two 
years  and  "retired"  after  getting  married  at  the  age  of  23. 

Warren  Jevnikar  worked  as  a  manufacturer's  representative  until 
retirement.  He  is  especially  proud  of  the  fact  that  he  is  president-elect 
of  the  Euclid  Rotary  Club  for  1996-97 


KENNETH  WATSON....  Shore,  1954 


Ken  Watson  was  one  of  the  most  outstanding  football  players  in 
Euclid  High  School  history.  Under  Coaches  Sparky  DiBiasio  and 
Neal  Nelson,  Ken  played  three  years,  going  both  ways.  On  offense 
he  played  halfback,  quarterback  and  served  as  the  punter.  Defen- 
sively, he  played  linebacker  and  halfback.  He  won  many  honors  in 
football,  including  All-Conference,  All-Scholastic,  Dream  Team  and 
All-Ohio.  The  Ohio  Football  coaches  Association  presented  him  with 
their  Ohio  All-Star  Award.  The  Euclid  Chamber  of  Commerce 
honored  him  as  the  outstanding  football  player  in  the  area.  In  his 
senior  year,  he  was  a  captain  of  the  team  and  led  the  Lake  Erie  League 
in  scoring. 

After  high  school,  Ken  played  at  Indiana  University  for  two 
years. 

He  has  owned  several  business  in  our  community,  is  currently 
semiretired,  but  is  also  in  the  process  of  forming  a  new  business.  He 
still  resides  in  Euclid. 


RICH  HUNTER...  Euclid  Senior,  1959 


Rich  earned  nine  varsity  letters  at  Euclid  High,  three  each  in 
football  (guard),  wrestling  (145  lb  class)  and  track  (pole  vault).  He 
placed  fourth  in  the  State  in  wrestling  in  1959  and  also  was  fourth  in 
the  pole  vault  in  the  State  Meet  that  year. 

He  attended  Kent  State  University  one  year  and  then  spent  three 
years  in  the  Army  serving  in  the  8th  Division. 

Rich  married  his  high  school  sweetheart,  Pat,  and  they  have  four 
children.  After  starting  his  two  sons  in  the  West  End  YMC  A  wrestling 
program,  he  took  over  as  head  coach  and  has  continued  for  23  years. 
In  those  years  he  started  over  600  boys  on  their  wrestling  careers;  30 
of  them  have  wrestled  in  the  State  High  School  Tournaments. 

After  attending  Cleveland  Engineering  School  for  a  year.  Rich 
worked  as  a  tool  and  die  maker  for  26  years. 

Rich  has  served  on  the  West  End  YMC  A  Board  of  Managers  for 
10  years.  He  was  named  Volunteer  of  the  Year  in  1983.

HAL,  better  known  as  "Skip",  lettered  in  three  sports  at  Euclid 
High.  He  earned  two  letters  in  baseball,  two  in  basketball  and  one  in 
cross-country.  Euclid  won  two  Lake  Erie  League  championships  in 
basketball  while  he  played  and,  as  a  senior,  he  led  the  team  in  assists 
and  was  named  the  best  defensive  player.  He  pitched  for  the  baseball 
team  and  was  5-0  in  his  senior  year,  including  a  one-hitter.  He  also 
had  an  excellent  academic  record,  was  a  member  of  the  National 
Honor  Society,  National  Athletic  Scholarship  Society  and  the  Student 
Council,  where  he  served  on  the  executive  board. 

Skip  played  four  years  of  varsity  baseball  at  Wittenberg  Univer- 
sity. He  was  an  outstanding  pitcher  and  received  many  honors  in  his 
senior  year,  including  Captain  and  MVP,  All-Conference  and  College 
Division  Ail-American  First  Team  in  1966. 

After  graduation  in  1966,  he  continued  his  academic  career  by 
earning  an  M.A.  at  Ohio  State  and  a  Ph.D.  at  Bowling  Green 
University.  He  taught  at  Canton  Hoover  High  and  at  Susquehanna 
University,  where  he  was  assistant  basketball  coach,  and  at  Texas 
State  University  as  a  member  of  the  Graduate  Faculty.  He  received 
an  outstanding  teaching  award  at  TSU. 

In  1981  Skip  joined  the  McDonald  Corporation  and  has  held 
numerous  management  positions.  In  1995  he  was  promoted  to  Dean 
of  Hamburger  University,  where  he  is  responsible  for  the  delivery  of 
all  training  for  McDonald's

Bob  was  a  fine  athlete  both  in  high  school  and  in  college.  At  Euclid 
High,  he  lettered  in  football  (safety),  basketball  (guard)  and  baseball 
(shortstop/pitcher).  In  his  senior  year,  he  was  named  News  Herald  Basket- 
ball Player  of  the  Year,  and  was  named  All-Scholastic  by  the  Cleveland 
Press,  Plain  Dealer  and  Call  &  Post.  He  earned  All-Scholastic  honors  in 
baseball  and  was  voted  Euclid  High's  Outstanding  Student/Athlete  in  1971. 

At  Ohio  Wesleyan,  Bob  played  four  years  of  baseball  and  two  of 
basketball.  He  holds  several  baseball  records  at  OWU,  including  most  hits 
in  a  game  and  in  a  career.  In  1 972  he  had  the  highest  batting  average  (.500) 
in  the  NCAA  College  Division.  In  1973  he  was  selected  as  an  Outstanding 
College  Athlete  of  American  and  in  1975  was  named  to  the  All-Ohio 
Conference  Team. 

Bob  graduated  with  a  degree  in  mathematics  and  economics.  He 
received  a  Master  of  Science  degree  in  applied  statistics  from  Bowling 
Green  University  in  1977. 


TOM  MUSCENTI...  Euclid  Senior,  1972 


In  high  school  Tom  enjoyed  three  outstanding  years  as  a  catcher/ 
pitcher  under  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Bob  Addis  and  two  years  in  football 
as  a  halfback  under  Hall  of  Famer  Chet  Rojeck.  He  was  a  captain  of 
the  baseball  and  football  teams  in  his  senior  year.  In  both  his  junior 
and  senior  years,  he  made  All-Scholastic  in  baseball  and  was  named 
to  the  Plain  Dealer  Dream  Teams  in  football  and  baseball.  He  was  All- 
Ohio  in  baseball  in  1972. 

Tom  received  a  baseball  scholarship  to  Miami  (Ohio)  University 
where  he  lettered  in  all  four  years.  Miami  won  the  Mid-American 
Conference  Championship  and  was  ranked  7th  in  the  nation  in  1973. 
Tom  was  named  "Rookie  of  the  Year."  Following  graduation,  he 
served  as  assistant  baseball  coach  while  working  on  a  Master's  Degree 
in  economics. 

He  lives  in  Concord  Township  with  his  wife,  Sharon,  and  three 
sons,  where  he  helps  coach  his  sons'  teams.
